the K aty passenger station just be­ 
fore the young stranger w’as about to 
board the south bound Flyer on that 
road. 


“ Jones” is charged with procuring 
the use of a horse and buggy from 
:i Boonville livery, driving to Sedalia 
in the outfit and disposing of the 
buggy and harness. 
The outfit w’as the property of the 
Charles, George and Brott livery at 
Boonville, and “ Jones” had the horse 
and buggy sent to him at 
the Fred­ 
erick hotel. 
H e started toward Se­ 
dalia and gave the steed such a drive 
that the animal was completely fag­ 
ged out when driven into the Olmstead 
barn on blast Third street at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 
“ Jones” soon afterward started out 
and found a purchaser for the buggy 
and harness, which he sold to Forest 
Dupec, a negro porter at Quinn’s buf­ 
fet on East Main street. 
The price 
paid was $4.50. 
Visiting the livery barn, he told 
attaches there he had sold the buggy 
and harness, and that a new buggy 
would arrive there later in the after­ 
noon, and for them not to receive it 
unless it had a new whip and a lap 
robe, he said, wrould be brought with 
it. 
When the vehicle failed to arrive 
the local liverymen became suspicious 
and when the horse and buggy 
was 
not returned to the livery barn at 
Boonville, the attaches there also be­ 
came aroused and 
wondered 
why. 
Several neighboring towns were com­ 
municated with by telephone, and lat­ 
er in the evening A. M. Brott and C. 
E. George, after being advised “ Jones” 
had been seen in Sedalia, made a trip 
here to search for him. 
It was but, a short time after their 
arrival before the outfit was located 
and Constable Bolton with Mr. Brott 
visited the railw ay stations and other 
public places in search for “ Jones.” 
At the station of the M., K. & T., 
a young fellow among other passen­ 
gers was in the waiting room with a 
ticket protruding from his hat band. 
“ Is that the fellow ?” queried Con­ 


stable Bolton. 
“ I don’t know’,” said Brott. 
“ W ell, we’ll just quiz him a little, 
anyhow’,” said Constable Bolton, and 
when asked if he was the individual 
that drove from Boonville to Sedalia 
Monday he admitted he w’as without 
hesitancy.

Americans fam iliar with the coun­ 
try say that it is admirably located 
for this, if Villa really intends to risk 
open fighting 
with 
the

troops and does not intend to try and 
evade them by guerila warfare. 
A ll night reports poured into this 
city from along the border, but all 
lacked 
confirmative 
details. 
The 
most definite story was from Naco, 
Ariz. 
For some days reports have 
reached here from the border near 
Naco of the heavy movement of Car­ 
ranza troops under General 
Calles. 
Early today it was reported that a 
considerable number of these troops 
w’ere showing increased hostility 
to­ 
wards the Americans and might avow 
the cause of Villa. 
M ilitary authori­ 
ties were sufficiently aroused to rush 
reinforcements to Naco. 
The frontier country between here 
and Columbus is showing signs that 
it is beginning to feel the strain that 
has been increasing in tension since 
the Columbus raid. 
Scattered ham­ 
lets have sent demands to the m ili­ 
tary authorities for protection. 
Stories are general of Villa agents 
having poured into Fort Bliss, and be­ 
ing received in large numbers by the 
civil authorities. 
Several arrests have 
been made and more are expected. 
One story is to the effect that the 
V illa band is using dogs to send mes­ 
sages across the border. 
An Ameri­ 
can brought this story. 
He said that 
he had seen one dog with a roll of 
paper around his neck, running across 
the border. 
He said that he fired 
several shots at him, but failed to 
kill him.

Censorship Is Established. 
San Antonio, March 
14.— A 
rigid 
censorship of all news was ordered 
at Columbus today by Major-General 
Funston. 
He 
instructed 
Brigadier 
General John J. Pershing, command­ 
ing there, to take charge of the tele­ 
graph office, watch all auto routes 
and guard telephone wires out of the 


town. 
This action w\as taken to prevent 
news of the troops movement from 
leaking out in the press dispatches. 
He said that the newspaper reports 
in Mexico had been 
revealing 
the 
movements of the troops, the disposi­ 
tion of the forces and the amount of 


equipment. 
“ There was no use in trying to con­ 
ceal our plans here w^hile there was 
a leak on the border,” he said. “ W e 


have to act.” 
Tt was indicated that if the censor­ 
ship order w’as evaded, martial law’ 
might prevail in connection with tho 
news situation at Columbus. 
No or­ 
ders for the movement of troops across 
the border wTere issued 
from 
Fort 
Sam Houston this morning. 
General 
Funston said that he w’ould refuse to 
answer all questions 
regarding 
the 
movement of troops. 
He would make 
no comment on the censorship. 
In m ilitary circles the feeling pre­ 
vails that an advance of troops could 
not be delayed much longer. 
General 
Funston said, however, that it w’oulrl 
depend on the initiative of General 


Pershing. 
It w’as announced today that Brig. 
General George Bell, Jr., commander 
of the Fifth brigade, with headquar­ 
ters here, had been ordered 
to 
El 
Paso to take command of the troops 
there. 
Bell w ill not be under Gen­ 
eral Pershing, but 
ho 
v; ill 
have 
charge of the border situation when 
the advance of troops into Mexico has 
started. 
He will operate under 
orders of General Funston.

Tho Ontario experiment station has 
found that screenings are used in 
large quantities for the winter feeding 
of sheep, the sheep being taken from 
the range and fed for about 30 days. 
At first they are given only hay, then 
a small quantity (onehalf pound a 
day) of light, chaffy screenings is add­ 
ed. Gradually the quantity of screen­ 
ings is increased until in about a 
week or ten days, the sheep have ac­ 
cess to the “self feeders’* from which 
they eat all the screenings they care 
for (about two pounds a day). At the 
same time the proportion of chaff in 
the screenings is decreased and the 
proportion of grain increased. 
Grad­ 
ually the screenings are replaced with 
corn. 
On the screenings the sheep usually 
gain from 12 to 15 pounds during the 
first 30 days, after that less rapidly. 
It is stated that 50,000 sheep will eat 
about two cars of screenings and a 
car of corn 
per day. 
Seed-house 
screenings and screenings containing 
a large proportion of broken llax are 
avoided. Another use that Is made of 
elevator screenings is in the manufac­ 
ture of mixed feeds, chiefly molasses 
feeds.

The April lamb is desirable with 
m ost sheep owners. 
In order to have

it is necessary to breed the ew-cs in 
N o\ ember, since the period of gesta- 
tion is five months w-itii these ani­ 
mals. 
April is often cold and stormy 
and the pastures do not get much 
start, but if the ew e and her lambs 
receive good care and have a comfort­ 
able dry shed or stable to stay in out 
of the inclement w-eather, then the 
April lamb is much more desirable 
than the lamb born a month later. 
The April lamb is ready to eat May 
grass; that is, it has the grass-nib­ 
bling habit started, and soon is on 
both a grass and milk diet. The early 
lamb has many advantages over the 
later lamb in the matter of being able 
to feed on tho summer herbage aud 
keep 
up 
a 
constant 
and 
vigorous 
growth through tho summer months, 
when the younger lamb often has em­ 
barrassments of the fall season that it 
cannot so successfully combat, and if 
the milk supply of the ewe is checked 
or diminished from tx shortage of pas­ 
ture tho late lamb is more seriously 
affected than the older one. 
There is more difference between 
tho early lamb and the late one than 
appears in the young of other kinds of 
animals on the farm. 
The flocking 
habit of sheep, no doubt, influences 
considerably in this respect, since the 
sheep incline to crowd together in 
bunches as the weather grows warm 
and

flies 
become 
troublesome. 
There is no animal so sensitive to the 
annoyance of the fly as the sheep, and 
this works a great hardship on the 
younger lambs, as the mother sheep is 
lees attentive to the wants of her 
lamb.

GOOD FEED FOR BEEF CATTLE 


Prediction Is Made That Silage Will 
Be One of Greatest Factors in 
Reducing Cost of Beef. 


Silage will be one of the greatest 
factors in the future in reducing the 
cost of producing beef. 
It is only 
within the last few years that silage 
has been fed beef cattle. 
At the Indiana station an experi­ 
ment including a ration of sixteen 
pounds of shelled corn, threo pounds 
of cotton seed meal and thirty pounds 
of silage was compared with a grain 
ration containing fifteen pounds of si­ 
lage and five pounds of clover and 
also with a third ration containing 
ten pounds of clover but no silage. 
The price per steer was as follows: 
$21.50 
for the full feed of silage, 
$15.80 for the half feed of silage and 
$12.79 for the lot receiving no silage.

the winter. If the fleece could be kept 
dry it probably w’ould retain enough 
body heat to keep the sheep warm, 
but this is impossible without shelter. 
When a fleece once becomes wet it 
takes a long time for It to dry out, 
especially if the fe a th e r is cold. 
Much energy that would otherwise 
be used for growth or fattening must 
be used for evaporating this water. 
The wet fleece also gives rise to un­ 
healthy conditions. 
In Great Britain little housing is 
necessary, but in most places in Amer­ 
ica this would result in severe losses.

to the large supply of 
these 
to be 


found in the accumulation of garbage 


in cities. 
This ivaste material con­ 


tains nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid 
and 


potash, w’hich are recognized as essen­ 


tial to the production of large crops. 


Valuable as these elvmients are to the 


farms of tile country, the garbage in 
which they are found is a source of 
trouble and expense to the cities. 
It 
seems, therefore, that 
tills 
garbage 
can be di.sposed of most advantageous­ 
ly by returning it to the soil in tin' 
form of fertilizer. 
In cities of 100,000 people or more 
tile reduction (if garbage by methods 
which furnish a residue fit for fer­ 
tilizer use has proved to he a iirofit- 
ahle 
municipal 
enterprise, 
and 
in 
smaller communities it miglit w’cll be 
self-sustaining. 
Numerous 
analyses 
of raw garbage sliow’ that, on tile av­ 
erage, grease constitutes :J.5 per cent; 
and of the fertilizer ingredients pot­ 
ash, 0.3 per cent: bone phosphate, I 
per cent, and nitrogen in the form of 
ammonia, I per (*ent. 
On this basis 
the value of a ton of raw garbage is 
about $5, the grease being worth $3 
and the fertilizer ingredients about $2. 
Since the grease is of more value 
than the fertilizer, the reduction pro­ 
cess is primarily designed to recover 
the grease. 
There are three princi­ 
pal methods of doing this. The garb­ 
age is cooked and steamed and then 
pressed dry and degreased 
in 
gaso­ 
line. 
Or, the garbage is dried direct­ 
ly in rotary hot air kilns and then de­ 
greased in gasoline;

If all of 
the 199 cities in the United States 
vv}!i(‘h have a population of 30,000 or 
over should adopt this method of gar- 
hag(‘ disposal, the total yield should 
be from 367,500 tons to 937,500 tons 
of fertilizer per year. This w’ould be 
worth from $4,780,000 
to $7,000,000.

grand jury which for 
six weeks had been investigating con­ 
ditions at Sing Sing. The indictment 
on which he is now being brought to 
trial accuses Osborne of perjury. The 
other pending bill charges him with 
neglect of duty and immorality. 
During his stewardship of approxi­ 
mately thirteen months at Sing Sing, 
Osborne organized a system of dis­ 
cipline, 
personal-dealing method of 
conducting 
convict 
government, 
knowm as the Mutual Welfare League. 
This institution, under which the re­ 
sponsibility for their conduct was im­ 
posed upon the inmates, was the out­ 
growth of a similar association which 
Osborne had, while chairman of the 
state commission on prison reform, 
organized at the state prison at Au-,) 
burn after he had for six days liv­ 
ed a convict’s life at Auburn, under 
the name of “Tom Brown,” in the 
fall of 1914. 
The progress of the Mutual Welfare 
League was watched by penologists, 
sociologists 
and 
others, 
including 
many men 
and 
women 
of 
note 
throughout the country, who believed 
they recognized in it a system of re­ 
form from within instead 
of 
from 
without. 
George Gordon 
Battle, 
of 
coun el for Osborne, arguing recently 
in the supreme court at 
Poughkeep­ 
sie on a motion to dismiss the in­ 
dictments, emphasized wiiat he de­ 
clared was the wide public interest in 
Osborne’s methods. “The eyes of the 
world are upon Mr. Osborne,” Mr. 
Battle declared, “Prison reform is on 
trial.” 
Under the Osborne system the in­ 
mates elect delegates, who in turn 
elect an 
executive 
committee. 
A 
court is appointed, either by the del­ 
egates or by the committee, known 
as the Mutual Welfare court. Before 
this tribunal 
are 
brought 
inmates 
charged with offenses constituting a 
branch of 
prison 
discipline. 
The 
court acquits or convicts, and its ver 
dict is always subject to appeal to 
the warden, w’ho approves or disap­ 
proves. 
Sergeant-at-arms 
appointed 
by the executive committee, act on a 
prison police force, co-operating with 
the prison 
guards 
in 
maintaining 
order. 
At the head of this govern­ 
ment of 1,600 men is the warden— 
supervisor, advisor, final arbiter. Un­ 
der this system Osborne believed the 
spirit of the inmates, and of Sing 
Sing as a whole, improved. 
One phase of this treatment of con­ 
victs wa3 associated wdth the perjury 
indictment brought against Osborne. 
The prisoners were often voluntary 
confessors of crimes committed with­ 
in Sing Sing’s walls, 
and 
Osborne 
and members of the executive com­ 
mittee regarded these admissions as 
confidential.

was 
the 
stand 
which Osborne took when he appear­ 
ed as a witness before the grand jui> 
last December. 
At the recent hear 
the motion to dismiss the in- 
Mr. Battle quoted grand 
_____ to show that Osborne 
had declined to reveal confessions of 
immorality made to him by convicts, 
the witness testifying that 
there is 
no immorality case, so far 
as 
the 
prison is concerned.” 
A previous investigation 
conduct 
cd by Dr. Rudolph Diedling, a state 
prison 
commissioner, 
had revealed 
that of nearly a score of convicts ad 
immorality, some 
were offi 
Mutual 
Welfare league 
and had confessed to Osborne. Argu­ 
ments on the motions to dismiss the 
perjury charge hinges 
on

home’s grand jury testimony 
that 
“there is no immorality case”—that 
is. whether Mr. Osborne had know!

Osborne as

cepting the post, he said, as one act­ 
ively identified 
with 
prison reform 
and intending to continue the work 
begun by his predecessor. 
He had 
been in office less than 
a fortnight, 
when he went to Governor Whitman 
with a complaint that John R Riley, 
state superintendent of prisons, had 
ordered transferred from 
Sing Sing 
to another prison 
more than sixty 
convicts, who included those promi­

Governor Whitman 
wrote Riley that the effect of this or­ 
der “must he to break down the ad­ 
ministration and render the warden’s 
position intolerabe.”
